Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  health 
report  for  1967,  together  with  the  vital  statistics  relative  to  the  period. 

The  population  has  increased  by  100  and  stands  at  35,580. 

The  number  of  births  has  decreased  by  28  from  656  in  1966  to  628. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  is  7  compared  with  19  in  1966.  The 
analysis  of  infant  deaths  is  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  was  Nil. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  is  3i+5,  and  the  natural 
increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  283. 

During  the  year  no  persons  suffered  from  poliomyelitis. 

For  the  nineteenth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of 

diphtheria. 

This  year  I  have  listed  the  notified  incidence  of  measles  for  27 
years  past.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  in  future  years  measles  vaccination  may 
be  advised  to  attempt  to  immunise  the  population  against  this  disease.  Successful 
Medical  Research  Council  trials  have  already  been  in  progress,  and  one  can,  there¬ 
fore,  foresee  that  there  will  be  an  extension  of  this  practice. 

Infective  hepatitis  is  not  a  disease  notified  to  the  Council,  and  on 
this  account  I  have  no  accurate  figures.  It  has,  however,  been  evident  to  me  that 
many  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred  in  Worksop,  It  has  a  long  incubation 
period,  and  on  this  account  the  disease  continues  in  the  population  for  many  months. 

In  1967  fifteen  persons  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung  compared  with  1+ 8 
deaths  from  other  types  of  cancer. 

Twelve  of  the  fifteen  deaths  from  lung  cancer  were  men,  and  five  of 
these  men  were  under  sixty-five. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
staff  of  the  Department  for  their  loyal  and  generous  assistance,  to  the  Officers 
of  other  Departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  and  to  the  Council  for  their 
support  and  encouragement.

Family  Planning  ~  In  this  area  there  is  a  consultation  clinic  held  at  the 
Carlton  Road  Clinic  at  which  advice  is  given  in  connection  with  family 
planning.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  women  during  the  year 
was  1 ,175. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  urged  local  health  authorities  to 
review  their  present  arrangements  for  family  planning  and  suggests  that.,  as 
many  patients  will  choose  to  go  to  their  own  doctors  for  advice  in  such 
matters,  the  local  health  authorities  should  keep  this  in  mind. 

The  Minister  of  Health  concludes  that  an  adequate  family  planning 
service,  fully  integrated  with  other  community  services,  will  not  only 
contribute  to  the  dispersal  of  ignorance  and  fear,  and  to  the  increase  of 
happy  family  life,  but  will  also  relieve  the  burdens  placed  on  other  local 
authority  services  by  the  physical  ill-health  and  mental  distress,  which  so 
frequently  arise  from  lack  of  knowledge  and  advice. 
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Manton  Clinic  -  The  County  Council  have  provided  sessions  for  exfoliative  cytology 
at  the  Pelham  Street  Clinic,  This  is  a  vitally  important  new  service  which  entails 
the  examination  of  women  for  an  easily  detected  known  form  of  cancer,  viz,  cancer 
of  the  neck  of  the  womb.  This  cancer  can,  of  course,  be  easily  eradicated  and 
cured  in  its  early  stages,  and  the  examination  is  simplicity  itself,  and  consists 
in  taking  a  slight  swab  from  the  neck  of  the  womb  and  transferring  it  to  a 
microscope  slide  and  examining  the  slide  for  cancerous  cells.  The  clinic  was 
opened  on  the  2i|th  June,  1965,  and  during  1967  615  women  attended  the  clinic;  in 
contrast  the  number  who  attended  in  1966  was  1,102. 

Women  who  have  had  operations  for  early  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb 
are  alive  to-day  more  than  ten  years  after  the  date  of  their  operation.  It  is 
important  to  stress  this.  We  only  hear  of  deaths  from  cancer,  never  about  those 
who  have  had  the  operation  and  live  normal  healthy  lives  thereafter.  I  wish  to 
advise  all  women  to  attend  this  clinic,  more  particularly  those  over  thirty-five 
years  of  age,  unless,  of  course,  this  service  has  been  obtained  elsewhere. 


Provision  of  Maternity  Beds  and  Maternity  Outfits 

Arrangements  for  admission  to  hospital  are  now  made  by  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  and  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals  within  the  area  of  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Maternity  outfits  are  provided  free;,  on  recommendation  by  the  midwife,  to 
all  domiciliary  confinements.

Ambulance  Service 


Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  and  are 
controlled  from  County  Ambulance  Control  in  County  Hall,  West  Bridgford,  Nottingham, 

Worksop  station  is  self-contained  and  controls  its  own  vehicles  In 
co-operation  with  the  rest  of  the  County. 

The  station  is  manned  by  one  superintendent,  22  men  and  a  control  assistant.

Health  Visiting 

Health  visitors  are  State  Registered  Nurses  with  knowledge  of  midwifery, 
who  have  attended  a  whole-time  course  in  Public  Health  work  and  received  the 
Health  Visitor’s  Certificate.  Their  duties  are  in  respect  of  the  Personal 
Health  Services.  They  work  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  do 
routine  visiting  of  their  districts,  advising  on  prevention  of  illness  and 
maintenance  of  health. 


School  Health  Service 

The  School  Health  Service  (known  as  the  School  Medical  Service  until  1945) 
started  officially  in  1908,  but  rts  growth  was  greatly  increased  by  the  Education 
Act  of  1944  and  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  1946. 

The  County  Council  as  the  Local  Education  Authority  is  responsible  for  the 
School  Health  Service.  A  school  clinic  is  provided  at  Watson  Road  on  Monday  at 
9.30  a.m.  until  12  neon,  A  Medical  Officer  and  a  School  Nurse  are  in  attendance. 
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Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  provides  domestic  help  to  necessitous  cases,  either 
full  or  part-time. 

These  may  include s- 

Maternity  cases., 

Mothers  of  young  children  where  some  help  is  recommended  by  the 
doctor,, 

Cases  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is  available. 

The  aged  and  infirm. 

These  Home  Helps  do  cleaning,  plain  cooking,  shopping,  etc.,  but  not 
nursing.  A  recommendation  from  the  doctor  or  nurse  is  necessary. 

A  householder  is  required  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  5/3d.  per  hour  unless 
unable  to  do  so,  when  the  rate  of  payment  is  determined  by  applying  the  County 
Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance.  Payments  for  the  service  are  made  to  the  County 
Treasurer  and  not  to  the  Home  Help.  The  Home  Helps  receive  a  weekly  wage  from 
the  County  Council.  They  make  their  own  provision  for  meals. 

The  County  Council  employ  an  Organiser  for  the  district  and  any  further 
information  regarding  the  Home  Help  Service  may  be  obtained  from  her  at 
61  Carlton  Road,  Worksop  (Tel.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

A  municipal  swimming  bath  is  situated  in  the  Borough  and  is  open  to  the 
public.  During  the  year  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  the  results  of  the 
analyses  were  satisfactory  in  each  case.  The  purpose  of  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  of  swimming  bath  water  is  to  provide  a  constant  supply  of  clean  and 
sparkling  water  reasonably  protected  against  contamination  by  disease  producing 
germs.  The  great  variation  in  'bathing  loads’  and  consequently  in  degree  of 
pollution  makes  the  protection  of  swimming  bath  water  no  simple  task.  While  the 
baths  staff  do  everything  to  maintain  a  ’safe’  standard  of  bath  water,  the  bathers 
themselves  could  assist  very  materially  by  the  observance  of  strict  personal  hygiene.

Poliomyelitis 

During  1967  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis* 

The  number  of  children  who  were  given  a  complete  course  of  three  doses  of 
oral  vaccine  was  568.  The  percentage  of  children  up  to  15  years  of  age  who  have 
been  protected  is  85*2% 

The  number  of  children  who  were  given  a  booster  dose  was  621  „ 

The  use  of  "oral*'  poliomyelitis  vaccine  continued  during  1967,  No  cases 
of  poliomyelitis  have  been  reported,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  orevsntion  of 
this  disease  has  been  successful.  The  early  vaccines  given  by  infection  were 
satisfactory,  but  they  are  now  being  surpassed  by  the  oral  variety  which  is  very 
much  easier  to  administer,  and  is  a  more  efficient  vaccine. 


Dysentery 

During  the  year  118  cases  of  dysentery  occurred.  The  disease  was  mild  in 
type  and  occurred  mostly  In  the  school  population. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

During  the  year  there  were  22  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease  was  51 6,

Measles 


For  most  years  it  is  possible  to  note  the  biennial  epidemic  character  of 
measles.  It  is  now  possible  to  vaccinate  children  successfully  against  measles, 
and*  therefore,  in  future  years  the  pattern  displayed  In  these  figures  may  alter 
a  great  deal.  It  is  to  be  hoped  indeed  that  this  disease  will  in  the  future  be 
relegated  to  the  position  of  poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria.

Tuberculosis 


Nine  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1967.  In  1966  there  were  three  new  cases 
reported. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  at  present  being  carried  out  on 
children  who  have  been  family  contacts  of  a  case  of  the  disease  and  who,  on  skin 
investigation,  are  found  to  be  susceptible  to  it. 
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The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  for  school-children 
continued  during  the  year.  The  test  given  is  very  simple  and  gives  no  pain 
whatsoever;  large  numbers  can  be  given  the  test  is  very  quick  time.  In  the 
event  of  X-ray  being  required  on  a  positive  reactor,  the  parent  will  have  any 
qualms  set  at  rest.  It  is  a  very  worthwhile  investigation.

For  superannuation  and  other  purposes  one  hundred  and  thirty  members  of 
the  Corporations  staff  were  medically  examined  by  me  during  the  year. 


PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  (19/jS)  and  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT.  1951. 

These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention.  During  the  year  one  person  had  to  be  removed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  section.  He  was  infirm  and 
physically  incapacitated.  He  was  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  was 
unable  to  devote  to  himself  proper  care  and  attention. 


Homes  for  the  Aged 

The  National  Assistance  Acts  1948,  places  a  duty  and  responsibility  on 
County  and  County  Borough  Councils  to  provide  residential  accommodation  for 
persons  who,  by  reasons  of  old  age*  infirmity  and  other  circumstances  are  in 
need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise  available  to  them. 


For  this  purpose  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  maintains  19  homes, 
all  of  which  are  fully  occupied.  Details  of  the  accomodation  in  our  district 
are  as  follows*-

The  inspections  are  made  to  ascertain  that  the  houses  concerned  are  fit 
for  human  habitation,  having  regard  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  Section  k  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957,  and  that  they  are  likely  to  remain  in  that  condition  and 
available  for  use  as  a  dwelling  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  15  years  in  regard 
to  Standard  Grant  applications,  and  .30  years  in  regard  to  Discretionary  Grant 
applications. 

The  Health  Department  collaborates  with  the  Engineer's  Department  in 
giving  advice  to  applicants  on  the  most  suitable  method  of  improving  such  houses 
and  also  prepares  lists  of  defects  which  will  be  required  to  be  carried  out  by 
the  applicants  to  make  the  houses  fit  in  accordance  with  the  above  standard. 

Visits  made  in  1967  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants  ~  258. 


Compulsory  Improvement  of  Dwellings  -  Housing  Act,  196/4 

Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  196(4  empowers  the  Council  to  compel  owners 
to  improve  tenanted  dwellings  by  the  provision  of  "standard  amenities" 
consisting  of; 

(a)  a  fixed  bath  or  shower; 

(b)  a  wash-hand  basin; 


(c)  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  a  bath  or  shower,  at  a  wash-hand  basin 

and  at  a  sinks 

(d)  an  internal  watercloset  and 

(e)  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food. 

The  compulsory  improvement  of  tenanted  dwellings  can  be  carried  out 
either  by  the  declaration  of  an  improvement  area  by  the  Council,  or  by 
improvement  of  individual  houses  at  the  request  of  the  tenant. 


Borough  of  Worksop  -  Improvement  Area  No.  1 . 

The  Council's  first  improvement  area  under  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  was 
declared  on  the  3rd  October,  1966.  It  consists  of  no  dwellings  in  Harrington 
Street,  Devonshire  Street  and  part  of  Newcastle  Avenue. 

Of  the  110  dwellings  in  the  area,  36  already  were  provided  with  all  the 
standard  amenities,  leaving  74  dwellings  to  be  improved. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area  were  visited,  and  the  occupiers  fully  informed 
of  the  Council's  proposals  for  improving  the  dwellings.  Advice  and  help  have  been 
given  to  owner/ occupiers  regarding  improvement  grants  that  are  available. 

Occupiers  of  tenanted  houses  have  been  informed  of  the  types  of  improve¬ 
ments  available  and  how  rents  will  have  to  be  increased  to  cover  half  the  costs  of 
the  improvements  carried  out. 

All  the  necessary  statutory  action  has  been  taken  in  connection  with  the 
area  and  Immediate  Improvement  Notices  have  been  served  in  connection  with  the 
tenanted  houses  where  the  tenants  have  agreed  to  the  improvements.  These  notices 
expire  on  the  30th  November,  1 968. 

Suspended  Improvement  Notices  have  been  served  on  owners  where  tenants  do 
not  desire  the  Improvements.  The  service  of  such  a  notice  allows  a  period  of 
5  years  from  the  3rd  October,  1968  for  such  tenants  to  change  their  minds  and 
agree  to  the  improvements.  If  after  that  period  there  is  btill  a  refusal,  the 
Council  can  take  enforcement  action.  Such  refusals  are  usually  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  tenants  are  elderly  and  do  not  want  the  upset  of  structural  alterations. 


Further  Improvement  Areas 

Based  on  a  continuing  policy  regarding  Improvement  areas,  the  Council  has 
instructed  that  a  survey  be  made  of  Improvement  Area  No.  2.  This  comprises  about 
240  houses  in  King  Street,  Allen  Street,  Central  Avenue,  Stubbing  Lane,  the 
Willows  and  part  of  Newcastle  Avenue.  Work  on  this  survey  commenced  in  December, 

1967. 


Housing  Repairs 

During  the  year  256  visits  were  made  to  obtain  repairs  to  61  houses.  In 
five  instances  this  involved  the  service  of  statutory  notices  to  obtain  compliance  . 
In  no  instance,  however,  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  although 
one  house  was  repaired  in  default  of  the  owner.  In  one  further  case  where  several 
owners  were  Involved,  the  Department  arranged  for  the  repair  of  common  drainage,  and 
apportioned  the  expenses  between  the  owners. 


5. 


Tn  the  pre-Rent  Act  periods  the  repair  of  houses  accounted  for  a  large 
part  of  one  Inspector's  time.,  This  work  has  gradually  been  reduced,  however, 
not  only  by  the  larger  rents  out  of  which  landlords  can  now  pay  for  repairs,  but 
oy  the  clearance  of  many  of  the  more  dilapidated  houses,  the  improvement  of  others 
with  the  aid  of  grants,  and  by  the  increasing  prevalence  of  owner-occupation. 

In  most  Instances  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  called  in  to  enforce 
repairs  only  after  repeated  requests  from  tenants  to  their  landlords  have  proved 
to  be  of  no  avail.  The  number  of  visits  and  revists  which  then  have  to  be  made 
(an  average  of  k»2  per  house)  confirm  the  dilatory  nature  of  some  landlords  when 
faced  with  repairs. 

In  one  aspect  of  this  repair  work,  little  or  no  pressure  was  needed  to 
obtain  repairs.  This  was  where  owners  and  owner/occupiers  were  obtaining  grants 
towards  the  improvement  of  their  property  as  reported  previously.  In  such  cases 
the  Council,  before  allowing  the  grant,  has  to  be  satisfied  that  the  house  is  in  a 
fit  state  of  repair,  and  the  owners  in  most  instances  are  quite  prepared  to  under¬ 
take  the  repairs,  in  some  cases  quite  extensive,  to  qualify  for  the  grant. 


Common  Lodging  House 

One  Common  Lodging  House  is  situated  within  the  Borough  at  No.  87  Lowtown 

Street. 


The  house,  with  common  room  and  nine  dormitories,  is  registered  to  accommo¬ 
date  k9  male  lodgers  only.  The  residents  are  mainly  permanent,  and  only  a  few 
itinerants  are  catered  for  during  the  year. 

The  house  continues  to  be  maintained  satisfactorily. 


Caravans

The  Corporation  site  at  Garside  Street  still  caters  not  only  for  those  who 
appear  to  be  permanently  domiciled  there,  but  also  for  a  more  mobile  population. 
During  the  year,  there  were  23  changes  of  tenancy.  Some  changes  were  brought  about 
by  tenants  moving  away  with  their  caravans  to  new  jobs  or  to  new  areas  of  contract. 
Others  by  tenants  moving  into  alternative  accommodation  and  selling  their  caravans 
on  the  site  after  first  obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  do  so. 

The  most  frequent  complaint  made  by  tenants  concerned  the  number  of  dogs 
roaming  at  will  around  their  gardens.  This  type  of  complaint  is  by  no  means 
restricted  to  the  site,  as  the  dog  nuisance  in  its  various  forms  seems  to  be 
common  throughout  the  town  and  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  only  alternatives 
to  this  free  movement  would  be  the  banning  of  dogs  from  the  site  -  which  by 
present  day  sentiments  might  appear  harsh  -  or  an  insistence  on  their  being 
chained  up  for  a  large  part  of  the  day,  which  again  raises  problems.  Some 
easing  of  the  problem  was  obtained  by  allowing  enthusiastic  gardeners  to  fence 
their  gardens,  and  by  persuading  several  tenants  that  a  dog  was  not  an  essential 
adjunct  to  every  home. 
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Later  In  tU,e  year  the  departmental  staff  were  put  to  a  great  deal  of 
unnecessary  effort  when  a  family  trespassed  with  their  caravan  on  the  site  car 
park.  Resort  had  to  be  made  to  the  Magistrate's  Court,  but  with  little  success. 
It  was  only  after  one  member  of  the  family  was  involved  in  a  near-tragedy  that 
they  eventually  quit  the  site. 

In  January,  a  tragedy  occurred  when  a  caravan  caught  fire  while  the  - 
parents  of  three  children  were  out,  leaving  them  alone  in  the  caravan.  Twdlbf 
the  children  died.  The  occupants  of  neighbouring  caravans  made  a  very  determined 
and  courageous  attempt  at  rescue,  and  well  merited  the  commendations  of  the  police 
and  the  Coroner.  It  was  by  their  efforts  that  the  one  child  survived. 


Housing  Applications 

Investigations  and  reports  were  made  on  115  applications  for  rehousing 
where  medical  evidence  was  produced  in  support.  The  applicants  could  be  grouped 
under  three  broad  headings. 


Non-Council  tenants  and  lodgers  wanting  priority  rehousing  for  reasons  mainly 
of  overcrowding  or  substandard  living  conditions.  Of  the  3k  applications, 
seven  merited  a  recommendation  to  the  Council. 

2.  Elderly  people  requiring  ground-floor  accommodation  or  bungalows  to  avoid 
climbing  stairs,  or  coping  with  houses  now  too  large  for  their  use.  There 
were  37  such  applications. 

In  order  to  regularise  the  granting  of  bungalows  on  medical  grounds,  a  new 
system  of  classification  was  introduced.  Under  it  each  case  was  placed  into 
an  "A",  "BH  or  WC"  medical  category,  the  foremost  being  reserved  for  only  the 
most  urgent  cases  and  the  "CM  for  the  least.  Within  each  category  the 
applicant  was  placed  according  to  his  or  her  original  date  of  application  on 
the  general  waiting  list. 

This  system  was  found  to  work  reasonably  well,  the  only  regrettable  factor 
being  the  shortage  of  this  type  of  accommodation  In  relation  to  the  large 
demand.

weres- 

1 .  There  is  a  need  for  more  small  ground-f loor  accommodation  for  the 
elderly  and  physically  handicapped, 

2.  The  provision  of  modern  ground-floor  facilities  in  some  of  the 
older  property  would  satisfy  much  of  this  need  and  would  reduce 
the  demand  for  rehousing. 

3.  While  young  couples  will  readily  accept  flats  to  avoid  living  with 
relatives,  they  encounter  real  difficulties  in  the  higher  flats  when 
they  have  more  than  one  small  child.

Cysticercus  Bov Is 


The  incidence  of  cysticercus  bovis  has  again  decreased,  0.1/4%  of  such 
animals  being  found  to  be  affected  as  compared  with  0.26%  in  1966;  0.3%  in 

1965;  O.Z#  in  196/4  and  0.9%  in  1963. 

In  accordance  with  the  meat  inspection  procedures  set  out  in  Circular 
FSH  30/66*  diagnosis  of  infestation  with  cysticercus  bovis  is  only  made  when  a 
viable  or  caseous  cyst  is  detected.  The  two  carcases  so  affected  were 
submitted  for  treatment  by  refrigeration  before  being  passed  as  fit  for  human 
consumption. 

During  the  year,  degenerated  cysts  were  found  in  a  further  nine  cattle, 
but  as  these  were  non-viable  or  non-cystic  caseous  lesions,  a  diagnosis  of 
cysticercus  bovis  could  not  be  justified.  The  affected  parts  were  condemned 
but  the  carcases  were  not  submitted  for  refrigeration. 


Slaughterhouses 

Three  private  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  and  in  use  in  the  Borough. 
They  are  considered  adequate  to  provide  the  necessary  slaughtering  facilities 
for  the  district. 

The  conditions  at  the  slaughterhouses  were  satisfactory  during  the  year.

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1928 

In  view  of  the  serious  situation  occurring  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
as  a  result  of  the  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  in  certain  parts  of  the 
country,  precautions  were  taken  at  the  slaughterhouses  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  These  included  the  disinfecting  of  vehicles  used  in  the  transportation 
of  animals  and  the  laying  of  disinfectant  impregnated  straw  at  the  entrances  to 
the  slaughterhouses. 
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Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,,  1957 


Because  of  the  serious  nature  of  the  foot  and  mouth  outbreak  and  the 
possibility  of  further  centres  of  infection  arising,  a  check  was  made  throughout 
the  town  of  all  piggeries  where  swill  was  likely  to  be  used*  In  addition  to 
the  three  premises  licensed  under  the  Order,  one  further  piggery  was  found 
which  came  within  the  scope  of  the  Order,  but  which  had  not  been  licensed* 

This  was  reported  to  the  County  Council  and  the  omission  rectified* 


Swine  Fever  Order,  1963  -  Anthrax  Order*  1938. 

No  cases  were  notified  under  the  above-mentioned  Orders. 


Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations.  1959. 

Fifteen  samples  of  ice  cream  and  three  samples  of  ice  lollies  were 
collected  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  examination  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  The  samples  were  classified  as  follows:

The  recommended  standard  is  that  over  a  six-monthly  period  50%  of  a 
vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1 5  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II 5  not  more 
than  20%  into  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

The  samples  were  taken  from  the  two  registered  manufacturers  of  ice 
cream  in  the  Borough,  and  the  results  are  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  co-operated  with  the  County  Weights  and 
Measures  Department  in  the  investigation  of  eight  complaints  involving  the  sale 
of  food  not  being  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality  demanded  by  the  customer. 

In  three  instances  the  manufacturers  were  prosecuted,  one  manufacturer  being 
Involved  on  two  separate  occasions.  Only  once  was  an  Inspector  called  to  give 
evidence.  Details  of  seven  of  these  offences  appear  in  the  section  of  the  report 
contributed  by  the  Chief  Weights  and  Measures  Inspector.  In  the  eighth  case, 
involving  a  tin  of  stewed  steak  containing  a  piece  of  hide,  the  actual  sale  was 
made  outside  the  Borough,  and  the  Department  acted  as  an  intermediary  between  the 
customer  and  the  Worksop  Rural  District  Council.  Identical  action  was  also  taken 
with  the  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  over  a.  similar  article  of  food. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  dealt  informally 
with  a  number  of  complaints  from  persons  who  did  not  wish  to  be  involved  in  legal 
proceedings  or  who  did  not  wish  their  names  to  be  revealed  to  the  shopkeeper.

Food  Hygiene 

It  is  regrettable  that  work  in  this  field  of  public  health,  which  is 
essentially  of  a  routine  nature,  should  be  curtailed  by  the  day-to-day  demands 
for  the  attention  of  the  Inspectorate  on  other  work.  This  was  partly  compensated 
for  by  widening  the  scope  of  inspections  done  initially  for  other  purposes,  such 
as  when  food  premises  were  inspected  primarily  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act. 

While,  from  time  to  time,  carelessness  and  indifference  is  seen  in  the 
manner  in  which  food  is  handled  or  openly  displayed  on  counter  tops,  the  standard 
of  hygiene  generally  has  undoubtedly  risen  in  recent  years.  This  has  been 
reflected  by  the  steady  drop  in  the  number  of  salmonella  food  poisoning  cases 
which  have  been  reported  since  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into  being. 

Three  factors  have  contributed  to  this:  the  provision  of  adequate  washing 
facilities  in  food  premises,  the  pre-packing  of  food  and  the  increasing  use  of 
refrigeration. 

In  the  latter  respect,  trouble  is  occasionally  met  with,  particularly  in 
self-service  stores,  where  the  display  cabinet  is  loaded  above  the  freezing  line, 
and  the  temperature  of  the  top  articles  rises  above  the  recommended  level. 

In  this  type  of  merchandising  extra  care  has  to  be  taken  with  stock 
rotation,  so  that  an  article  of  food  which  is  subject  to  mould  growth  does 
not  remain  in  the  cabinet  for  an  unduly  long  period.  Errors  of  this  nature 
accounted  for  the  mouldy  food  which  was  brought  in  protest  to  the  Health 
Department. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955. 

Nottinghamshire  County  Council  -  Weights  and  Measures  and  Food  and  Drugs  Department 

The  Borough  of  Worksop  has  not  the  population  to  qualify  as  a  Food  and  Drugs

The  results  show  the  usual  increase  in  air  pollution  during  the  winter 
months,  and  indicate  the  preponderance  of  smoke  over  sulphur-dioxide  during  such 
periods. 


During  the  summer  months  air  pollution  is  much  less,  and  the  sulphur-di¬ 
oxide  pollution  is  found  at  times  to  be  higher  than  the  smoke  pollution. 

These  situations  are  considered  to  be  due  to  the  large  amounts  of 
domestic  coal  being  burned  in  the  Borough  during  the  winter  months  over  the  amounts 
burned  during  the  summer  period. 

The  atmospheric  pollution  investigations  being  made  each  year  all  point  to 
the  fact  that  the  main  source  of  air  pollution  in  Worksop  is  from  domestic  coal  fires. 


National  Survey  -  Investigation  of  Air  Pollution 

The  results  from  the  two  atmospheric  pollution  stations  in  Worksop  are 
forwarded  each  month  to  the  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology 
for  inclusion  in  the  National  Survey  on  the  investigation  of  air  pollution. 

An  annual  summary  table  is  produced  in  connection  with  the  National  Survey 
and  contains  results  from  all  the  investigation  sites.  It  is  possible,  therefore* 
to  compare  the  results  obtained  in  Worksop  with  other  comparable  sites  in  other  parts 
of  the  country.

Chimney  Heights  -  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  Section  10. 

The  Borough  Engineer's  Department  and  the  Health  Department  co-operate 
on  the  implementation  of  Section  10  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  together  make 
the  necessary  recommendations  on  chimney  heights  In  connection  with  building 
projects  involving  new  furnaces* 


New  Furnaces  -  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  Section  3. 

An  application  for  prior  approval  of  the  installation  of  a  new  furnace 
was  approved  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

The  application  was  in  connection  with  the  following  installation:- 
Worksop  Co-operative  Society*  Ltd.,  Dairy,  Eastgate,  Worksop. 

One  Ruston  Paxman  Thermax  boiler  with  a  rating  of  5,000,000  B.T.U.'s 
per  hour,  oil“flred  by  means  of  a  Saalke  fully-automatic  rotary  burner.  The 
boiler  was  an  addition  to  one  already  installed,  and  which  had  received  prior 
approval. 


Notifications  of  intention  to  install  new  furnaces  were  also  received 
in  connection  with  two  new  boiler  installations  in  the  Borough. 


Burning  Spoilbank  -  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  Section  l8. 

Manton  Colliery  Spoilbank.  Forest  Lane,  Manton. 

Following  last  year's  successful  damping  down  of  this  smoke  and  fume 
nuisance  by  sealing  the  surface  with  inert  materials,  the  National  Coal  Board 
proceeded  to  improve  on  this  position  by  using  a  drag  line  to  reprofile  the  tip 
surface  to  a  lower  incline  in  order  that  this  expensive  operation  could  be  super- 
ceded  in  the  future  by  the  use  of  a  bulldozer. 

« 

Naturally,  the  new  disturbance  of  the  sealed  surface  caused  some  further 
nuisance  for  short  periods  until  the  new  profile  had  been  achieved. 

The  final  result  shows  great  credit  upon  the  efforts  of  the  National  Coal 
Board,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  skyline  has  been  vastly  improved.  It  is 
understood  that,  in  time,  shrubs  and  trees  will  be  planted  to  landscape  the  area.

WATER 


During  the  year  76  samples  of  drinking  water  from  various  sources  were 
taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Sheffield. 

At  the  laboratory  the  water  samples  are  tested  for  the  presence  of  bacterium 
coli  I  (E.  Coli)  and  for  coliform  bacilli  (coli-aerogenes) .  The  presence  of  the 
former  in  a  supply  indicates  a  possibility  of  pollution  by  sewage  and  is  of  serious 
consequence.  Coli-aerogenes  are  found  in  soil  and  dust,  and  in  small  numbers  are  of 
less  significance. 


In  testing  non-chlorinated  supplies  the  water  is  classified  into  four 
categories*- 


Class  I  -  Excellent 
Class  II  -  Satisfactory 
Class  III  -  Suspicious 
Class  IV  -  Unsatisfactory

Note  I.  Main  piped  supply 

Random  samples  of  water  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  domestic 
and  business  premises.  The  class  III  and  IV  samples  were  taken  at  the  one 
premises  following  maintenance  work  in  the  locality.  Subsequent  samples 
proved  satisfactory. 
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Note  IK  Sunnyslde  Pumping  Station 


The  larger  part  of  the  town's  water  supply  originates  from  boreholes  at 
Sunnyslde  pumping  station.  Before  passing  to  the  mains,  the  water  is  first 
softened  and  chlorinated.  Since  the  establishment  of  the  Central  Nottinghamshire 
Water  Board,  considerable  alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  the  pumping  and 
chlorinating  plant.  At  the  same  time  a  degree  of  automation  has  been  introduced 
to  allow  for  control  of  operations  from  a  central  key  point  at  Mansfield.  For  one 
period  complaints  arose  from  excessive  hardness  and  chlorination  of  the  town's  supply 
but  these  difficulties  were  apparently  overcome  by  the  year's  end. 

Note  III.  Rhodesia  Supply 

The  Rhodesia  estate  was  formerly  served  by  a  separate  borehole,  but  during 
the  year  the  estate  was  linked  up  with  the  town's  supply.  The  samples  were  taken 
after  the  connection. 


Note  IV.  Manton  Supply 

These  samples  were  taken  from  Manton  colliery,  which  supplies  water  to  the 
North  Derbyshire  Water  Board.  This  water  is  chlorinated  at  source. 


Note  V.  Steetley  Supply 

This  supply  serves  Steetley  colliery  and  a  few  surrounding  houses. 

Note  VI.  Retford  Supply 

Parts  of  the  Borough  are  too  isolated  to  be  connected  to  the  town's  supply. 
These  properties  in  the  Ranby  area  are  served  by  the  piped  supply  from  Retford. 


Note  VII.  Clumber  Park 

The  outspread  nature  of  the  park  has  entailed  the  use  of  several  sources  of 
water,  the  main  central  area  being  served  by  a  piped  supply  from  a  natural  spring. 
In  recent  years  this  has  been  augmented  by  other  supplies,  and  it  was  during  the 
testing  of  a  newly  acquired  storage  tank  that  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample  was 
taken.  The  tank  was  subsequently  sterilised  before  being  brought  into  use. 


Note  VII I.  Osberton  Park 


A  similar  situation  exists  for  Osberton  Park,  but  in  this  case  the  central 
supply  comes  from  a  borehole.  The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  attributed  to 
unsatisfactory  storage  arrangements. 


Note  _L*_  Worksop  College 

The  college  has  its  own  borehole  and  chlorination  plant  situated  within  the 
main  college  block. 


Note  X.  Clumber  Lane  Farm 


A  random  check  of  private  wells  produced  an  unsatisfactory  result  from  these 
premises.  Follow-up  samples  indicated  a  surface  pollution  at  source  and  a  further 
contamination  of  the  storage  tank.  These  matters  were  rectified  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board. 


Note  XI.  Steetley  Brick  Company 


The  company  offices,  which  lie  within  the  Borough  boundary,  are  served  by 
a  private  bore.  The  sample  taken  was  satisfactory. 


Note  XII.  Swimming  Baths 

Both  the  Cavendish  School  and  the  Public  Baths  have  chlorinating  plants  which 
maintain  a  suitable  concentration  of  chlorine  to  prevent  any  water-borne  cross¬ 
infection. 


Sampling  by  Water  Boards 

The  results  of  29  samples  taken  by  the  officials  of  the  North  Derbyshire 
Water  Board  were  submitted  to  the  Department.  These  samples  were  taken  from  the 
chlorinated  supply  from  Manton  Colliery,  which  serves  Creswell  and  Clowne. 

Sampling  was  done  mainly  at  source,  at  the  Worksop  Golf  Club,  and  at  the  Sparken 
Hill  Reservoir.  All  were  satisfactory. 

The  Area  Chief  Scientist  of  the  National  Coal  Board  reported  on  10  samples 
taken  at  Rhodesia  prior  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  bore.  All  the  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

The  practice  of  the  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  of  notifying  the 
results  of  their  sampling  appears  to  have  been  discontinued. 


Chemical  Analysis  of  Water 

No  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Department  for  chemical  analysis 
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PEST  CONTROL 


Rats  and  Mice 

During  the  year  355  requests  were  received  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent 
Officer,  and  he  made  1 ,1+53  visits  and  inspections,,  Contract  work  at  1+3  premises 
was  undertaken  and  expenses  of  £23  /10/Od.  were  recovered  from  the  occupiers. 

This  latter  work  involved  rodent  control  at  business  premises  or  at  domestic 
premises  where  livestock  is  kept. 

In  respect  of  the  latter,  the  war-time  impetus  to  keep  pigs  and  poultry  in 
back  gardens  has  now  faded,  and  few  of  the  new  generation  consider  it  sufficiently 
worthwhile  to  pursue  this  activity.  In  consequence  the  number  of  back-yard 
poultry  "farms"  has  dropped  considerably  in  recent  years,  while  domestic  pig-keeping 
has  almost  completely  disappeared.  This  has  facilitated  the  work  of  the  rodent 
control,  as  these  places  were  a  constant  source  of  trouble  and  annoyance. 

Early  in  the  year  a  report  was  received  from  an  outlying  area  which  suggested 
that  rats  there  were  resistant  to  Warfarin.  While  tests  were  being  conducted 
Warfarin  resistance  was  confirmed  in  rats  four  miles  away  in  the  area  of  an  adjoining 
authority.  Treatment  of  the  suspect  rats  with  acute  poisons  was  hindered  by  the 
presence  of  pedigree  dogs  and  the  methods  used  had  to  take  this  into  account. 

A  test  baiting  of  the  town's  sewers  was  carried  out  in  October  and  November 
in  preparation  for  a  poison  treatment  later  in  November.  In  the  preliminary  test 
68  sewer  manholes  were  baited  and  the  presence  of  rats  detected  in  11  manholes. 

Using  these  results  as  a  basis  for  the  second  treatment,  poison  was  put  down  in 
1+0  manholes  adjoining  and  including  those  from  which  poison  had  been  taken.  Zinc 
phosphide  was  used  in  a  mixture  of  sausage  rusk.  From  the  1+ 0  manholes,  poison  was 
taken  from  25,  ensuring  a  high  kill.  In  these  treatments  the  support  of  a  field 
officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  obtained,  but  with 
the  later  appointment  of  a  rodent  operative  to  assist  the  Rodent  Officer,  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  work  in  the  future  will  be  carried  out  entirely  by  Health 
Department  staff  and  at  more  frequent  intervals. 

The  importance  of  keeping  the  sewers  free  from  rats  was  shown  by  the 
number  of  complaints  received,  often  from  Council  property,,  of  rats  digging  their 
way  up  from  defective  drains  or  gaining  access  to  roof  spaces  via  cavity  walls. 

In  one  instance  a  considerable  amount  of  work  was  involved  in  tracing  and  sealing- 
off  a  length  of  disused  sewer  over  which  new  property  had  been  built. 

The  presence  of  a  large  sewer-rat  population  may  also  account  for  the 
frequent  complaints  from  areas  near  to  new  housing  projects,  where  connections  are 
made  to  sewers  without  proper  care  being  taken  to  seal  off  the  incorapleted  drains. 

Nor  are  matters  improved  by  workmen  throwing  away  surplus  food,  and  rat  infestations 
of  these  sites  are  often  centred  around  the  mess  huts. 


Moles 

The  eradication  of  moles  is  a  service  sometimes  performed  during  periods  when 
the  demands  for  rodent  control  have  slackened  off.  At  other  times  the  requests  for 
assistance  are  passed  on  to  a  field  officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food.  During  the  year  seven  such  requests  came  from  a  new  estate  where  houses 
had  been  built  on  pasture  land  already  occupied  by  a  thriving  mole  population. 

Three  treatments  were  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Officer. 


Wasps 


Requests  were  received  to  destroy  27  wasps  nests  in  the  months  of  June  to 
September.  In  most  cases  the  nests  were  so  placed  as  to  cause  annoyance  or 
alarm  to  nearby  residents.  The  method  used  is  one  devised  by  the  Department  and 
is  applicable  to  any  similar  type  of  insect  nest.  One  ne^t  of  wild  bees  in  a 
house  roof  was  so  treated. 


Insects 


The  services  of  the  Health  Department  staff  are  available  to  advise 
occupants  on  any  difficulties  they  may  experience  with  insect  pests,  and,  if 
required,  the  Department  attendant  will  treat  the  premises  suitably. 

During  the  year  he  carried  out  180  treatments  of  property,  mainly  by 
spraying.  These  were  made  up  as  follows:^

The  latter  figure  partly  represents  those  houses  in  the  course  of 
reconditioning  by  the  Council,  where  it  was  considered  desirable  to  ensure  they 
were  vermin-free  prior  to  work  commencing.  It  also  includes  those  houses  where 
the  incoming  tenant  was  doubtful  as  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  outgoing  tenant 
and  wanted  an  added  reassurance. 

In  one  respect  the  year  196?  was  memorable.  On  no  occasion  was  it  found 
necessary  to  treat  any  houses  for  bedbugs.  For  many  years  the  incidence  of  this 
parasite  has  happily  been  diminishing  in  the  borough,  as  the  following  table  shows:

It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  subsequent  years  will  reveal  further 
infestations,  but  it  is  well  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  with  better 
housing  and  modern  insecticides  the  bedbug  could  be  virtually  eradicated  not 
only  from  individual  towns,  but  from  the  country  as  a  whole.  If  so,  this  must 
surely  be  one  species  that  the  most  ardeit  nature-conservancy  enthusiast  would  not 
wish  to  see  preserved. 

Following  the  pattern  of  previous  years,  the  greatest  number  of  requests 
for  assistance  came  from  householders  troubled  by  the  entry  of  garden  pests  into 
their  homes  in  search  of  food  or  shelter.  Apart  from  the  customary  spate  of 
complaints  concerning  ants,  it  was  found  necessary  to  treat  several  house  in 
close  proximity  to  the  Manton  colliery  tip  for  crickets.  The  warmth  of  the 
smouldering  tip,  and  the  abundance  of  vegetation  at  its  base,  provided  an 
ideal  breeding  ground  for  the  crickets,  which  moved  across  to  the  houses  with 
the  advent  of  the  colder  weather.  Apart  from  the  treatment  of  individual 
houses,  and  the  supplying  of  insecticidal  bait  by  the  Council,  arrangements  were 
made  by  the  National  Coal  Board  for  the  tip  base  to  be  treated  by  a  firm  of 
specialist  contractors. 


Feral  Pigeons 


The  task  of  keeping  the  town  relatively  free  from  feral  pigeons  is  a 
continuous  one,  for  not  only  does  a  flock  increase  by  breeding,  but  it  is 
being  constantly  joined  by  lost  racing  birds.  This  was  demonstrated  by  a 
quick  build-up  to  over  60  pigeons  in  the  Victoria  Square  area  during  the  height 
of  the  racing  season.  This  coincided  with  a  series  of  disastrous  week-ends  for 
the  racers,  who  lost  several  thousand  pigeons  over  the  country  as  a  whole.  The 
owner  of  one  pigeon  wrote  in  thanks  for  its  return  that  it  was  the  only  one  of 
fourteen  whichhe  had  received  back  from  a  single  race. 

The  number  of  pigeons  caught  in  the  town  was  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year,  but  the  percentage  of  unringed  birds  dropped  from  55%  to  1+9%,  indicating  a 
reduction  in  the  numbers  actually  breeding  in  roof  spaces,  etc.  This  latter 
number  could  be  further  reduced  were  account  to  be  taken  of  those  unringed  fancy 
pigeons  such  as  fan-tails  and  tumblers,  included  in  the  total,  which  ha&  been 
recently  lost  or  abandoned  by  their  owners.

The  Plantation  Hill  flock,  which  had  settled  on  roof-tops  in  the  estate, 
had  as  its  nucleus  a  number  of  abandoned  pigeons.  All  were  caught  in  a  portable 
cage  trap  with  the  co-operation  of  one  of  the  Council's  tenants. 

This  year  saw  a  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  collared  doves  in  the  built-up 
area  of  the  town.  These  doves  are  a  comparatively  recent  introduction,  but  could 
easily  become  as  great  a  nuisance  as  feral  pigeons.  As  yet  they  are  not  included 
in  the  Second  Schedule  of  the  Protection  of  Birds  Act,  1954*  and  so  enjoy  a  measure 
of  protection. 
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I NFECTI OUS  DISEASES 


On  23rd  January  notification  was  received  of  a  case  of  suspected  dysentery 
which  was  later  confirmed  by  laboratory  tests®  Investigation  at  the  school  which  the 
patient  attended  indicated  that  there  might  be  other  cases.  By  the  end  of  the  week 
two  more  cases  were  confirmed,  but  this  figure  rose  sharply  during  the  following 
week,  when  the  results  came  in  of  the  faecal  tests  of  suspects.  By  the  second  week¬ 
end  there  were  30  confirmed  cases. 

As  soon  as  it  was  suspected  that  the  school  was  affected,  epidemic  measures 
were  taken.  These  involved  the  provision  of  a  disinfectant  hand  rinse  and  paper 
towels  in  the  school  toilets  for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  At  the  same  time  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  staff  was  obtained  in  supplying  lists  of  all  absentees  for  each  day. 
These  were  all  checked  at  home,  which  ensured  an  early  confirmation  of  any  positive 
cases,  and  the  avoidance  of  positive  carriers  returning  to  school  after  their  symptoms 
had  abated. 

One  of  the  overriding  considerations  in  dealing  with  an  epidemic  of  this 
nature  is  the  need  to  isolate  positive  carriers  from  uninfected  children,  and  to 
confine  the  infection  to  the  one  school.  Unfortunately  in  this  Instance  many  of  the 
infected  families  had  children  attending  other  schools,  and  by  the  third  week  it 
became  evident  that  many  children  in  one  other  infant  school  and  two  junior  schools 
had  also  been  Infected,  together  with  a  small  number  from  three  senior  schools  and 
some  adults. 

Despite  all  the  precautionary  measures  that  were  taken,  the  figures 
continued  to  rises  51  total  cases  by  the  third  week,  72  by  the  fourth  week,  83  by 
the  .fifth,  95  by  the  sixth,  and  by  the  end  of  the  seventh  week  the  total  figure  of 
positive  cases  found  topped  the  hundred  mark. 

In  the  meantime  the  patients  had  to  be  checked  and  rechecked  to  ascertain 
whether  the  treatment  they  had  been  given  had  been  effective  before  allowing  them  to 
return  to  school.  What  made  this  epidemic  more  difficult  to  contain  and  to  control 
was  the  apparent  high  resistance  of  this  particular  strain  of  bacterium  to  the  drugs 
prescribed.  Despite  the  prescription  of  the  drugs  indicated  by  the  sensitivity  tests 
carried  out  by  the  public  health  laboratories,  many  patients  retained  their  infectivity 
for  long  periods.  This  put  a  strain  on  many  parents  whose  children  were  being  kept 
from  their  studies.  Others  were  less  concerned  about  their  childrens  schooling  as 
they  were  about  losing  time  off  from  their  own  work,  and  in  more  than  a  few  cases  the 
infection  was  spread  by  mothers  sending  children  to  school  well  aware  that  they  had 
all  the  symptoms  of  dysentery. 

The  peak  period  in  the  number  of  children  actually  carrying  the  disease  at 
any  one  time  (5^)  came  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  week.  Although  thirty  new  cases 
arose  afterwards,  these  were  more  than  offset  by  the  number  of  recoveries,  and  the 
last  case  was  cleared  by  mid-April. 

In  all  it  had  taken  twelve  weeks  to  clear  the  epidemic,  and  In  that  period 
1  pi+88  visits  were  made  to  homes,  schools  and  hospitals  to  investigate,  advise  and  to 
arrange,  collect  and  deliver  over  700  faecal  specimens  for  laboratory  examination. 

An  interesting  side  effect  of  the  epidemic  was  that  the  investigation 
brought  to  light  27  cases  of  infective  hepatitis,  the  early  symptoms  of  which 
resemble  those  of  dysentery.  This  disease  was  not  then  notifiable. 
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DRAINAGE 


Public  Health  legislation  requires  all  repairs,  reconstruction  and 
alterations  to  drains  connected  to  a  sewer,  cesspool,  etc.  shall  be  notified  to 
the  Council  in  order  that  they  may  be  inspected  and  tested  before  covering. 

Wherever  possible  all  new  lengths  of  drain  are  tested  by  subjecting  them 
to  a  water  test.  This  ensures  that  they  are  capable  of  withstanding  reasonable 
pressure  should  they  become  blocked  at  some  later  date. 

Two  further  tests  are  periodically  necessary  on  existing  drainage.  One 
involves  the  use  of  a  smoke  generating  machine  in  tracing  breaks  in  buried  drainage. 
Among  the  possible  effects  of  such  damage  are  the  escape  of  offensive  smells,  the 
burrowing  of  sewer  rats  to  the  surface  and  into  property,  damage  to  house  founda- 
tions,  and  the  seepage  of  sewage  into  basements.  When  the  latter  occurs,  the 
second  test  involving  the  use  of  fluorescene  dye  is  normally  used. 

During  the  year  the  Department  was  called  upon  to  carry  out  115  tests. 

In  the  same  period,  the  Health  Department's  attendant  was  called  upon  to 
clear  23h  drain  blockages.  This  service  is  given  without  charge  where  several 
houses  are  involved,  so  as  to  avoid  the  delay  which  would  result  were  the 
arrangements  for  clearing  to  be  left  with  the  owners.

The  Construction  (Health  and  Welfare)  Regulations,,  1966 


During  the  year  one  company  of  building  contractors  notified  its 
intention  of  employing  more  than  25  persons  on  site  works  and  were  supplied 
with  the  necessary  information  required  under  the  Regulations. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  i960 


Periodic  checks  were  made  throughout  the  year  to  gauge  the  effectiveness 
of  the  measures  taken  during  the  previous  twelve  months  to  abate  certain  noise 
nuisances.  The  checks  revealed  a  general  marked  improvement. 

Two  new  complaints  were  received,  one  in  respect  of  rowdiness  centred 
around  a  cafe,  and  the  second  concerning  the  testing  of  go-kart  engines. 

In  the  first  instance  the  incidents  were  investigated  both  by  the 
police  and  by  this  Department,  which  resulted  in  an  improvement  being  obtained 
without  having  recourse  to  formal  action. 

Similarly  with  the  second  complaint,  the  party  concerned  agreed  to 
improve  the  sound  insulation  of  the  test-bed  and  to  curb  some  of  their 
enthusiasm  for  a  noise  which  delighted  them  but  tortured  their  neighbours.

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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


One  premise  in  the  Borough  is  registered  to  conduct  an  offensive  trade 
under  Section  107  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

These  premises  in  which  hides  and  skins  are  collected  is  rather 
unfortunately  placed  in  a  central  position  in  the  town.  Consequently  care  has 
to  be  taken  in  the  warmer  weather  to  minimise  any  nuisance  from  flies  and  offensive 
smells. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1965 


During  1967,  more  attention  was  given  to  this  subject  so  that  the 
increased  number  of  inspections  reported  in  the  previous  year  was  further 
extended, 

A  total  of  125  premises  were  inspected,  involving  231  visits.

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During  the  colder  weather,  it  was  observed  that  in  a  few  shops  agd  offices 
that  there  was  a  tendency  to  overheating  -  in  one  shop  a  temperature  of  80  F.  was 
recorded.  The  minimum  temperature  required  is  60.8°F.  after  the  first  hour. 

I  am  sure  that  such  high  temperatures  are  neither  necessary  nor 
desirable  for  comfortable  working  conditions. 


Exemptions 


No  exemptions  were  applied  for  during  the  year. 


Accidents 


Any  accident  to  employed  persons  on  registered  premises  resulting  in  death 
or  absence  from  work  for  three  or  more  days  must  be  reported  to  the  Health  Department. 

Investigations  were  made  on  12  reported  accidents  involving  8  females  and 

k  males. 


Most  were  of  a  minor  nature,  resulting  in  cuts  and  bruises  from  falls  or 
knocks,  sharp  knives,  hooks  or  edges  of  metal  shelving. 

One  accident  to  a  female  employee  was  caused  by  her  failure  to  use  the 
proper  guard  on  a  meat  slicing  machine.  The  young  lady  was  fortunate  in  that 
only  the  fleshy  tip  of  her  thumb  was  cut  -  she  could  easily  have  lost  part  of  the 
thumb  itself.  This  emphasises  the  need  for  great  care  in  the  handling  of 
mechanical  cutting  machines,  especially  during  rush  periods.

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PREMISES  LICENSED  AS  PHYSIOTHERAPY  ESTABLISHMENTS 


Part  VII  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Act,  1951,  requires  the 
licensing  of  private  physiotherapy  establishments. 

Two  such  establishments  exist  in  the  Borough  and  are  subject  to  byelaws 
made  by  the  Council.

PREMISES  REGISTERED  FOR  HAIRDRESSING 


Under  Section  155  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Act,  1951,  all 
premises  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying-on  the  business  of  a  hairdresser,  barber 
or  manicurist  within  the  Borough  must  first  be  registered  with  the  Council. 

Byelaws  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  ensure  that  a  reasonable 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  in  these  establishments.  The  element  of 
competition,  however,  particularly  among  ladies'  hairdressers,  probably  acts  as  a 
greater  incentive  to  cleanliness  than  do  any  legal  enactments. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  change  of  ownership  of  an  existing  business! 
one  new  business  was  started,  one  closed  and  the  premises  demolished  and  one 
premise  which  had  been  registered  to  start  as  a  hairdressers  did  not  do  so  and  was 
used  for  some  other  purpose.  By  the  year  end  52  premises  were  registered  under  the 
Act, 
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PET  ANIMALS 


Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 


Three  premises  are  licensed  under  the  above  Act  to  sell  pet  animals  in  the 
Borough,  The  definition  of  animals  in  the  Act  embraces  any  description  of  vertebrate 
and,  therefore,  includes  such  pets  as  birds,  fish  and  amphibians. 

The  registered  premises  were  inspected  periodically  to  ensure  that  the 
conditions  of  licensing  were  being  complied  with  and  proper  care  was  being  taken. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 


This  Act  is  designed  to  ensure  that  dogs  and  cats,  placed  in  the  care  of  any 
person  for  a  fee,  are  properly  housed  and  catered  for,  and  are  protected  against  fire 
risk  and  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 

One  establishment  was  licensed  as  boarding  kennels. 


National  Assistance  Act,  19^8 

In  the  one  instance  when  a  person  was  removed  to  hospital  as  being  In  need 
of  care  and  attention  under  Section  kl  of  the  above  Act,  the  Department  undertook  to 
relieve  his  anxiety  by  caring  for  his  pets  -  one  dog  and  two  cage  birds. 

Assistance  was  readily  given  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.,  who  boarded  the  dog,  and  by  two 
members  of  the  Park  House  staff  who  adopted  the  birds.

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SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  196L 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  give  the  police  authorities  greater 
control  over  the  purchase  and  sale  of  scrap  metal,  and  to  assist  them  in  tracing 
any  that  might  have  been  stolen.  This  is  achieved  by  the  compulsory  registration 
of  all  dealers  having  a  fixed  address,  and  by  placing  a  statutory  obligation  on 
them  to  keep  records  of  their  dealings. 

Under  the  Act  local  authorities  are  given  the  duty  of  registering  all 
dealers  having  a  store,  place  of  business  or  fixed  address  in  their  areas,  and 
in  this  must  differentiate  as  to  whether  the  applicant  operates  as  an  itinerant 
collector  or  otherwise.  Such  dealers  collect  only  from  houses,  and  because  of 
the  multiplicity  of  their  small  dealings  are  spared  the  duty  of  recording  each 
purchase.  As  a  safeguard  the  registration  of  dealers  as  itinerant  collectors 
may  only  be  done  with  the  approval  of  the  local  police. 

At  the  year  end  in  the  Borough  there  were  35  registrations.  This  was 
an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  They  were  made  up  as  follows:-
